Death of Mr. Prentice. 

It becomes our duty, and we have never 
had amore melancholy duty, to announce 
the death of George D. Prentic>. On the 
Saturday afternoon before Christmas Mr. 
Prentice left the office of the Courrer.- 
JOURNAL in better health and spirits than 
he had manifested for some time previous- 
ly; the day was a very cold one, and in go- 
ing to the residence of his son, about nine 
miles from the city, he contracted an in- 
fiuenza which set in on Christmas day; 
this ripened speedily into pneumonia, and’ 
although it was thought at various times 
during his illness that the disease had been
